The largo 
percentage ot Grass Lake was cred- 
ited by tho dentists to tho denial 
program being carried out In tlie 
school. - 

Thirty dental opeatlons havo been 
performed in the dental clinic for 
children with defective teeth whose 
paronis could not afford to havo 
the work done. 

The dental program of the Legion 
Post 748 was launched several 
months ago whon the organlwitlon 
offered to assume the expense of tho 
clinic sponsored by the Parent- 
Teacher association In- tho Antloch

WEATHER AND ECONOMICS 
Weather is well known to have definite effects on 
bminess in some ways, stimulating the sale of clothing 
and fuel, for example, in cold winters, of umbrellas 
and raincoats in rainy seasons, of ice cream and bath- 
ing suits in the summer time, etc.. and retarding 
seasonal busincsss when the weather goes awry. 

There may be something more than iliis, however. 
Fortune Magazine, charting the mean average tempera- 
ture of the United States for 100 years and plotting 
a business activity line on. the same chart, finds that 
every boom came along with abnormally cold weather 
ind every big depression but one was accompanied by 
abnormally warm weather. 

What can we make of this? Cold, perhaps, stim- 
ulates people to extra activity, and heat makes them 
sluggish. But would this physical fact account for 
the whole complex group of phenomena making a boom 
or a depression? 

There are other mysteries, too. Some observers 
have seemed to find a connecilon between economic 
curves and rainfall, between business depressions and 
low levels on the Great Lakes, between lake levels and 
sunspots. Can the sun be responsible for the whole 
puzzling system? Or do people affect the weather? 
Or what? Here's another opportunity for Prof. Ein- 
stein. — Kenosha Telegraph-Courier,

The Irish Free State commis- 
sioned Ita consul-general at New 
York, \V. J. B. Macauloy, to Inspect 
the exposition grounds nnd discuss 
an exhibit by the Irish government. 

•'I am very much struck with tb« 
exi>o8ltIon and its plans," said Mr. 
Macauley. "It offers a splendid op- 
portunity for Ireland to show not 
only Us modern Industrial develop* 
' meat, but also Its national culture. 
I shall most enthusiastically recom- 
mend participation." 

Rulers of nine Indian states are 
sponsoring .India's exhibit.

Native khan- 
snmns and waitresses In native coz- 
tumea will serve the rice nnd curry 
of India, and clnsslcnl Indian danc- 
ing nnd music will be demonslrutcd 
by dancing girls. Dr. Vernon Ii, 
Ilerbst of Chicago Is India's dele- 
gate to the exposition. 

China to Sand Many Vlattora 

"China will send a large delega- 
tion half way round tho world to 
see Chlcngo'a 1933 World's Fair." 
according to Dr. U. II. Kung, spe- 
cial Industrial envoy of China to the 
United States and European coun- 
tries.

Limestone for Stock 

Powdered limestone as a «ubsiltut( 
for alfalfa bay produced sotlsfnctor} 
results In fattening rattle at the Knn 
sal agricultural experiment stathm 
One-tenth of a pound of finely ground 
limestone, suhstltuled for two pounds 
of alfalfa hay. produced slightly Inrg 
er average dnily gains In the Knnsni* 
tests. The profits per head were nisn 
In favor of the cnttle fed ground lime- 
stone. 

The rations In which the alfalfa hny 
and powdered limestone were compnred 
Included corn, cottonseed meal and si 
Inge. The tests Indicate that r'Inge 
may be soflsfnctorlly supplemented 
with ciowdercd ground limestone which 
acts as a substitute for alfalfa hny.

The Importance ot good posture 
was never more obvious than today 
when one vlowa tho average figure 
In tho clinging high walated spring 
fashions. Good posture will length- 
on the flguro, remove tho ugly 
bumpy and angular llnoa and give 
It gmco and poise In repose and mo- 
tion. 

Kcw women Iwther to check up on 
posture after they have passed tho 
•teens when their oldora ore con- 
tfTantly reminding thorn "Straighten 
up or you'll be round shouldered," 
Few women aro ever aware ot the 
small part shouldora play In posture. 
Correct posture presumes a relaxed 
and i^bt btlff ciurlngo. If a posi- 
tion la assumed In which tho head Is 
up, chin In. abdomen and back flat. 
Iknd weight balanced on the balls of 
the feet, tho shouldora will bo held 
In tho natural and correct manner 
without any attempt to throw them 
back. 

How to Check 
It Is often dimcult for us to know

the woman who wants to check up 
on herself, there Is a simple and 
satisfactory posture teat.

If your head la aU 
ways putting Itaolf forward, teach It 
to know Ita placo by walking about 
balancing a book or other flat 
surface on tho head. A thick card- 
board about fifteen Inches square Is 
oxcollcut for this purpose. If a book 
is used It should preferably bo largo 
and thin. Learn to do this balancing
